^Liberation, to the effect that HEINE had been suspected of 
being a possible Soviet agent. By this tine, Mr. TRASS 
had already Invited HEINS to star at his hoas. He considered 
cancelling the engagsnsnt, b et then decided to go aheed with 
the nr ogr m end to have HEINE as his boose guest. Be 
did lode up all his reseeds since both he and Mrs. 
employed at dsvsland Metropolitan General Bsspital, 
msTtvoa. their boos daring the day, and t h erefore HEINE 
would have unhindered access to the entire house during his 
Btayr> 



Mr. TRASS had not expected HEINE to arrive in 
Cleveland as early in the week as he did since the program 
waa scheduled to be held on Satur day, June 8, 1983 . 
Nevertheless, Mr. TRASS took HEINE to his hose. During his 
stay, HEEZH3 did not ask any questions about individual 
Estonian r ef uge es or about any organisations. Be AS exhibit 
soa® Interest in TRASS' Estonian Radio Hour which is broadcast 
over W3KN-FH, Cleveland, for 20 a&nutes every Monday evening 
from 8:C© to 9tC0 P.M. Latvian and Lithuanian broadcasts 
fill the retacindar of the hour. 



pfttnai program was held at the Lutheran Church 
near West 98th and Denison, Cleveland, on Saturday, June 8, 
1963, after church services . About 100 attended the affair, 
which consisted of the showing of a film and subfsfluenfc 
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lecture by HEINE. Because the film lasted until approximately 
11:00 P.M., the lecture was limited to about 30 minutes. 

It usually took two hours, HEINE said. Mr. TRAK3 said that 
the film seemed to bo definitely ontl-coonainlst as were 
HEINE'S remarks, which consisted of his experience* during 
World War H, his arrest by the Soviets after the war, his 
esoape from Siberia, his subsequent arrest In Estonia, and 
finally his release on the basis of his Gorman ancestry. 



According to Mr. TRAXS, during his remarks HEINE 
did seem to stress a point that ''blood was thicker than water," 
pointing out that when he was arrested in Estonia and was 
about to be shot by the Soviets, his life was spared by an 
Estonian in the Bed army who interceded in his behalf . 

Mr. TRASS aid that although it mb possible he had been made 
overly suspicious by the information received from YURI RAUS, 
he did get the feeling occasionally that HEINE might be 
talking from soaethbg memorized rather than experienced. 
Otherwise, he Bald, HEINE gave no Indication he was other 
than what he purported to be. 

Immediately after the program, HEINE packed and 
left Cleveland at approximately It 00 A.M., Sunday, June 9, 
1963, stating that he had an aa g og ew ant in Detroit, Michigan, 
on that date. HEINE also indicated that be would thereafter 
travel as far as the West Coast of the united States and 
then return to Canada & Vancouver.
